Can you tell me what these markings 


are that we see now on every grocery 
item? Every item should be marked in 
English. How else can people know 
what they are paying for an item? 


Those marks — which seem to be of 


recurring interest to Action Line 
readers — are another sign of the 
coming age of the computer. 


They contain all the information a 


computer needs to check you out at the 
grocery store, keep a running inventory 
of the store, and cut retail grocery 
costs. 


Basically, with such a computer 


system, a check out person would 
simply run the coded marking across a 
computer terminal to "ring up" your 
purchase. The computer will know the 
price and the name of the item, whether 
or not it's on sale, and whether or not 
it's the last such item in the sotre. 


Such a system saves stores money, in 


one way, because it can eliminate the 
need for individually marking the price 
on each of the thousands of items in a 
store. 


But you'll still know how much 


something costs — the shelves will be 
clearly marked with the price and 
comparative pricing information. 


This is no longer a thing of the future, 


incidentally. One major grocery chain 
in town is seriously considering putting 
such a system here. In fact, the 
manager says that there's no question 
that the system will eventaully come to 
Corsicana. Right now, he says, it's just 
a matter of deciding when. 


And he reports that one of the com- 


pany stores in Dallas, which already 
has such a system, has reported 
nothing but good results from the 
system there. 


1 need information about what can be 


done in a peaceful way to stop people 
from raising a bunch of puppies and 
then penning them up and never 
feeding or watering them, to the point 
where they die from neglect.

Intentional cruelty to an animal or 


animals such as you mention is a crime 
in Texas, punishable by a fine of up to 
$2,000 and a jail term of as much as one 
year, or both. 


The Texas penal 
code, 
under 


"Cruelty to Animals," provides that a 
person 
commits a crime if he 


knowingly 
or 
intentionally 
"fails 


unreasonably to provide necessary 
food, care, or shelter for an animal in 
his custody." This crime is classified as 
a Class A misdemeanor. 


Your best bet is to inform the Kerens 


police department of the problem. If 
there is a humane society in your 
community, the police department will 
know, or they will handle the problem 
themselves. 


I would like to know why the streets in 


our downtown area are not kept 
cleaner. I got out of my car in front of a 
store in the 100 block of N. Beaton 
recently, and it looked as though a 
carnival had been downtown. 


Why doesn't the city ever clean out 


the gutters in the 1100 block of West 
Collin? My gutter hasn't been cleaned 
in quite a while. 


The city's street sweeper, until last 


Friday, had been out of commission for 
more than a month due to a burned out 
motor. But Public Works Director 
Larry DeMoss says, the unit has now 
been repaired and has already swept 
the downtown area. Normally, the 
downtown area is swept with the 
streetsweeper twice a week, he says. 


But that is the only scheduled area 


swept by the city, DeMoss explained, 
since the city does not employ anyone to 
operate the streetsweeper full time. 
Rather, a city employe qualified to 
operate the unit must be paid overtime 
to run the streetsweeper. 


But, he said, the city tries to sweep in 


residential areas when residents call to 
request it. 


As to the problem in the 1100 block of 


W. Collin, DeMoss said the gutters 
along that older section of street have 
broken and decayed, making the street 
sweeper ineffective in cleaning out the 
gutters. Because gravel and dirt from 
side streets tends to wash onto Collins, 
those gutters have to be shoveled out by 
hand. 


When that can be done depends on the 


manpower available and how many 
other projects are underway. 
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Memorial Hospital 25 years old

Twenty-five years ago the Corsicana Daily Sun published a 


news story on the dedication of Navarro County Memorial 
Hospital that stated, "Officials and experts of the Texas and 
Federal public health services along with medical men declare 
this institution as the most modern of its type in the nation — a 
show place — and one that will be modern a quarter of a century 
hence." 


That quarter of a century has passed, and the institution 


remains as predicted — one of the most modern health facilities 
in the country. 


Friday marks the 25th anniversary of the opening of Navarro 


County Memorial Hospital. 


Memories of people involved recall a hot August 12th in 1952 


when patients were transferred from the old P&S Hospital 
which had served the community's needs for 37 years. 


THE NEW hospital had been built for $1,640,000 with local 


citizens raising $249,000, the Navarro Community Foundation 
donating $100,000, the K. Wolens Federation donating $50,000, 
and county voters authorizing the issuance of $550,000 in bonds. 
And then the federal government matched these funds dollar for 
dollar. 


Twenty-five acres of land were purchased from the IOOF and 


4.73 adjoining acres were purchased from Garland Rhoads. 


The hospital was a 100-bed facility with the most modern 


features available at that time. 


The late H.R. Stroube began talking of a new hospital during 


the time his son was in the P&S Hospital recovering from in- 
juries received in a plane crash. A doctor from California at- 
tended young Stroube — the same doctor who had attended 
Howard Hughes when he was the victim of a plane crash. 


STROUBE SPENT much time in the hospital with his son and 


became familiar with a hospital and its functions and saw the 
need for a newer, modern health facility. 


Funds were raised during 1949 and 1950 when the contract was 


awarded for construction to Campbell and Kay, general con- 
tractors from Tyler. 


Stroube explored all facets of the hospital and made many 


trips to other hospitals to see for himself the new innovations, 
new equipment and hospital layouts. 


His investigations ranged from the general layout of the 


structure to door handles. 


When the hospital opened for occupancy, the Board of 


Managers consisted of Stroube from Corsicana; W.A. Crawford, 
Blooming Grove; Dr. Gurley H. Sanders, Kerens; James C. 
Sewell, who was County Judge and an ex officio member; J.L. 
McCulloch of Dawson; Paul Moore, Corsicana; and Charles E. 
Reese of Kerens. 


Moore was the last to retire from the board, leaving that 


position only in recent years. 


HE RECALLS the hot, dry day of occupancy. Like Stroube, he 


also made daily visits to the construction site to see that the 
hospital was being built "just like we wanted it", and serving as 
secretary-treasurer of the board, he kept close tabs on what as 
going into the hospital, physically and economically. 


Mrs. Gladys Higginbotham is the only employe of the hospital 


currently, who made the transition from the P&S Hospital that 
hot Tuesday. 


An open house had been held the preceding weekend with 


dedication ceremonies held on Friday. They were scheduled for 
5 p.m., and local businesses closed at 4 p.m. that day so their 
employees could attend the dedication. 


About 750 persons attended the dedication at which Sydney 


Marks was emcee, and Wayne R. Howell, former district judge 
here, was the main speaker. 
DURING THAT weekend it is estimated that 5,000 persons 


visited this new hospital. News stories of the hospital and its 
dedication acclaimed such new innovations as: "A complete 
laundry, a communications system whereby patients could talk 
to nurses at their stations directly, completely air conditioned, 
laundry chutes for soiled linen, a bath for at least every two 
rooms, and even a vault for bodies awaiting autopsy." 


Facts and figures published about the new building listed: 29 


miles of wiring, 1,075 light fixtures, 150 nurse call stations 76 
radio outlets, 525 receptacle outlets, 16 annunciators, 15 fire

Since the Navarro County Memorial Hospital 
opened here in 1952, a $210,000 emergency room 
facility has been added. The Emeraencv room 


alarm stations, 170 electric motors totaling 700 horsepower, 234 
miles of waste piping, 6V4 miles of copper water pipe, 3 and one- 
third miles of heating and air conditioning piping, 347 plumbing 
fixtures, and the equivalent of 180 tons of ice melting every 24 
hours for cooling. 


Paul Smith was administrator when the new hospital opened, 


and he and his staff had spent weeks in planning the move from 
P&S. Some of the equipment at the old hospital was moved into 
the new building along with 15 patients. Moving began at 5 p.m., 
Aug. 12, 1952, and by about 7 p.m. all patients had been tran- 
sferred by local ambulances. 


MRS. R.L. Templeton of Frost, the oldest patieni 
the P&S 


was first to be moved. She was admitted to a seco .J-f wor room, 
and soon after being placed there she was clapping her hands 
and laughing with friends and said, "Isn't it wonderful — this 
new hospital — so cool and nice. Oh, I'm so glad to get here." 


The second patient transferred was a three-pound premature 


baby who was transported in the private vehicle of Miss Winnie 
Crump, director of nursing, who did no.' trust anyone else to 
move the infant. 


Miss Crump held the director of nursint • 
''on in the new 


hospital until slightly more than two yea. 
wnen she retired. 


Mrs. Raymond Brumfield, Rt. 3, Ennis, \ 
, me first person to 


be admitted to the hospital. She had been ex. ^ed at the P&S 
during the afternoon and was admitted at 5 .m. along with the 
transfer patients from the old hospital. She also was the first 
surgery patient in the new facility. At 7 p.m. her surgery was 
done with Dr. Dan Hamill and Dr. Sanders performing the 
operation and Dr. Dubard Miller giving the anesthetic. He had 
also administered the first anesthetic at the Navarro Clinic 
when it opened in 1923. 


DR HAMILL remembers the transition from white scrub 


clothing at the P&S Hospital to the "new green" scrub clothes at 
Navarro County Hospital. He had to have his white buckskin 
shoes died green to match. 


Miss Crump has told of the two weeks prior to moving day 


when nurses would leave work at the P&S Hospital and go "out 
on the hill" and make beds and do other preparations for oc- 
cupying the new building. Women from the area who were 
volunteers with the Red Cross assisted the nurses. 


The transition went very smoothly, she recalls. Administrator 


Smith said, "It was a busy time," but confusion and incidents 
were negligible. 


The past quarter of a century has seen many changes in 


Navarro County Memorial Hospital. One of the major changes 
was the addition of the three-level south wing in 1966. Current 
bed capacity of the hospital, as rated by the state, is 177 beds. 


Progress is routine for the hospital. The medical staff has 


increased; the number of employees has increased; outdated 
equipment and medical devices are being replaced with 
modern, more sophisticated equipment in addition to many 
added and improved procedures and methods both m the 
medical field and the supportive departments within the 
hospital. 


ALL IMPROVEMENTS have been brought about to provide 


better health care to citizens of this area. More highly skilled 
personnel are being hired to care for sick and injured. 


Recent renovations at the hospital include a larger nursery 


with a special intensive care section, a pediatric unit, and only a 
year or so old is an enlarged, fully equipped emergency facility, 
staffed with a doctor 24 hours a day. 


It is easy to see and compare Navarro County Memorial 


Hospital of 1952 and 1977, but there are areas of health care that 
are not so obvious, and this is the direct benefit of those patients 
who use the facility. 


Whether equipment be life saving, life supporting, diagnostic, 


therapeutic, or a business machine on which medical records 


service is headed by Dr. Kalman Shwarts, shown 
here with nurse Kimberly Matthews tending a 
oatient.

are documented and charges made, it is generations ahead of 
the same equipment that did the same function 25 years ago. Of 
course there are many devices in use now that were unheard of 
25 years ago. 


Mrs. Higginbotham remembered that on moving day in 1952 


the nursing staff was divided between the old and new hospital 
— some to receive at the new and some to prepare for transfer at 
the old. 


"ALTHOUGH THE difference between the P&S and the new 


hospital was like daylight and dark, the main thing that 
everyone raved about in the new building was the air con- 
ditioning. It was a very hot day and had been for some time, just 
like the weather this summer. Both hospital employees and the 
patients had been sweltering in the non-air conditioned P&S 
where only a few buzz fans were used because they stirred up 
dust and we were not allowed to use many," she said. 


"When we all got into the new building under the air con- 


ditioning, it was wonderful," she added. 


When asked to compare patient care at Navarro Memorial 


Hospital in 1952 and in 1977, she commented on numerous 
changes that have occurred throughout the years including 
more skilled employes working now than then, more doctors on 
the staff, much more equipment for both routine and critical 
care more new supplies, new drugs developed since then, and 
the main thing regarding patient care, which is a result of all of 
the above is the fact that patients do not have to stay in the 
hospital as long now as they did then for the same type of 
diagnosis. 


Mrs. Higginbctham said this was most evident m surgery 


patients. 


"SOME THAT might stay one or two weeks in 1952 go home 


now in a matter of days," she said. 


This substantiates national statistics that show appendectomy 


patients now spend an average of four days in a hospital, and 25 
years ago hospitalization for an appendectomy was 14 days. 


Outpatient care has increased. Hospitals now provide out- 


patient care to six persons for every on? patient admitted to a 
hospital bed. 


Another fact based on national averages is that a hotel em- 


ploys one person for every six guests. To provide a full range of 
services around the clock for six patients, the average hospital 
must employ almost 18 people. 


Navarro County Memorial Hospital continues to move ahead 


under the current administration. Early this month Board 
President, A.G. Godley Jr., announced plans, and funding 
through donation, for a remodeling project to create a combined 
Coronary Care and Intensive Care Unit in the hospital for 
patients who require constant, critical care. It is proposed that 
this project will begin late this year or at the first of 1978 after 
approval is given by the state for construction. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the board currently, in addition to 


Godley, from Kerens, are Lynn Sanders Jr., vice president, 
Corsicana; 
W.L. Bain Jr., secretary-treasurer, Kerens; 


Raymond Hampel Jr., Corsicana; W.J. Moore, Dawson; and 
D.W. Springer, Blooming Grove. 


Administrator is Gene Barren, who replaced Smith in 1967. 
Changes are constant at the hospital now to keep up with new 


innovations in health care, new regulations mandated by the 
government, new procedures to keep up with modern medicine 
and new equipment to apply the above. 


The month of August probably will always remain the same — 


hot. But Navarro County Memorial Hospital cannot afford to 
remain the same. 


To provide to the community the type of hospital and health 


care it is committed to, the hospital must continue to progress 
and seek the best means possible to deliver this health care for 
its patients.

What had promised to be a boom year in 


school financing turned out to be less than 
dazzling 
when 
Corsicana school 
ad- 


ministrators presented the 1977-78 school 
budget Tuesday night. 


Although the $5.6 million budget is balanced 


for the first time in years, the new school 
finance bill - which administrators had been 
told would bring in significant extra revenue 
for the district - barely provided sufficient 
revenue to cover teacher pay raises, inflated 
costs and programs already approved by 
school trustees. 
School officials here had been told that the 


new bill would mean an additional $819,000 in 
revenue for Corsicana, 
but it actually 


provided $79,000 less than that. The district 
received about $740,000 in additional state 
funding 
while granting state-mandated 


teacher'and staff pay raises totalling $535,000, 
Supt. Mark Culwell told the board 
in 


presenting the document. 


m 
school ends 


SALARIES COMPRISE 83 per cent of the 


school district's operating budget next year, 
with the district to pay faculty, professional, 
and non-professional salaries totalling more 
than $4.3 million in 1977-78. Total ex- 
penditures in the 1976-77 school budget were 
only $4.8 million. 


Based on an average daily attendance of 


4,117 students, it will cost an average of $1,380 
per student for education in Corsicana next 
year. 
Several factors were blamed for the 


$802,878 increase in expenditures over the 
current year's budget, the biggest the pay 
increases. But also blamed for the jump in 
spending were two extra school buses pur- 
chased for next year, a $62,000 anticipated 
jump in utility bills, increased cost for school 
bus parts, and increases in workmen's 
compensation insurance rates, maintenance 
supplies, minimum wage, and instructional 
supplies. 


But revenue also increased 
by some 


$875,360, of which $740,000 is in increased state 


aid and nearly $100,000 in gifts and bequests to 
the district. Those gifts are contributions 
made by individuals, businesses, and the 
Navarro Community Foundation for con- 
struction of the athletic field house. Increases 
in the district's tax base — about a $4 million 
increase this year — will bring in nearly 
$40,000 in additional taxes. 


THE PROPOSED budget includes all 


programs previously approved by trustees, 
Culwell 
noted, 
including the Special 


Assignments Center for suspended students, 
the elementary physical education program, 
the extended school day program, and 
several others. 


And the new field house, half of which is 


being financed by contributions from the 
community, accounts for $104,070 of the new 
budget. Similarly, rt-venue in the budget is up 
by the amount of contributions received, both 
for the field house and for the improvements 
to Tiger Field. 


With total expenditures anticipated at 


$5,685,416 and total revenue estimated at 


$5,694,263 for 1977-78, administrators show the 
district ending next year with $8,847 in sur- 
plus funds from the budget. 


"It looks like we've pretty well been 


relieved of the responsibility of deciding 
where we would spend all the extra money 
(from the state finance bill)," Culwell told the 
board after presenting the budget. 


WHILE 
EXPRESSING 
disappointment 


that the bill did not provide the revenue that 
initial computer printouts from Austin had 
indicated, Culwell did note that the budget 
was balanced and that that was done with no 
tax increase. 


"At least we've got a balanced budget that 


is realistic," Culwell said this morning, "and 
which provides for all the programs that have 
been approved by the board." 


The board contains some flexible items that 


could provide a better financial picture at the 
end of the year. For example, $10,000 has been 
budgeted for unemployment insurance (this 
is the first year public schools have been 
required to pay unemployment insurance.) If 


no complaints are filed against CISD next 
year, none of that money will have been 
spent. Conversely, if more than $10,000 in 
claims must be paid by the district, then that 
item will go over budget. 


The athletic supplement was increased by 


$10,000 for next year over the $19,200 that has 
been provided for the past several years. But 
season ticket sales have already doubled the 
total sold last year, which will mean some 
additional football revenue (which is figured 
in the athletic budget, not the Operating 
budget.) 


TRUSTEES moved through the budget 


item-by-item at last night's work session, but 
could take no action because the session was 
not a formal meeting. Trustees Maco Stewart 
and Mrs. Doris Gillen were both out-of-town 
and could not attend the meeting. 


A i-ublic hearing on the budget and ap- 


proval action are a part of the agenda for next 
Monday's regular monthly meeting of the 
board.

Tehuacana campus 
to undergo change 


TEHUACANA - Its rooms are dusty and 


empty, and the wind blows silently through 
broken window panes. 


But Texas' oldest university 
campus, 


Tehuacana's claim to fame, will soon be 
undergoing a complete renovation, and, when 
work is completed, the 100-year-old plus main 
building will look much the same as it did 
when it was originally built. 


The campus, which was the first home for 


Trinity University, now carries the name as 
its new owner, Austin author and publisher 
John H. Jenkins. 


Jenkins 
says 
his 
plans 
for

University include complete restoration of 
the buildings;-some of which were built as 
early as 1869. 


"I haven't made any definite plans yet," 


said Jenkins. "Of course, my main goal is to 
permanently 
restore and preserve the 


beautiful campus and buildings. Then I want 
to reopen it — perhaps as a small college or as 
a conference center. It would be perfect for 
summer stock theatre groups, for example." 


Founded in 1852 as Tehuacana Academy, 


the school became Trinity University in 1869, 
the first Presbyterian university in the 
Southwest. The Methodist Protestant Church 
took over the school plant in 1916, and opened 
Westminster College, one of the first junior 
colleges in Texas. In 1953, the property was 
sold to the Congregational Methodist Church 
which operated Westminster 
College and 


Bible Institute until the early 1970s, at which 
time the campus was closed and the build- 
ings sold at public auction. 


Workmen 
have 
barely 
started 
the 


restoration process, and, although progress is 
slow, the four-story main building is starting 


to take on a different look a.s dirt, broken 
glass and items left behind from previous 
owners arc hauled away. 


The belJ tower, which was close to collapse 


because of rotted beams, has been raised four 
and a half inches on one side and is now 
supported by new beams. Stairs are being 
rebuilt that lead to the observatory, located 
above the fourth floor and under the bell 
tower. 


The 17-acre Limestone County campus sits 


on one of the highest spots between Dallas 
and Houston, with a view of nearly a hundred 
miles in every direction. The main building 
has 72 rooms, including a large auditorium on 
the second floor and a gymnasium on the top 
floor. A wooden, three story dormitory will 
provide living accommodations for several 
hundred people. 


The new owner is a member of the 


executive 
council 
of 
the Texas State 


Historical Association and has frequently 
been 
involved 
in projects 
of historical 


preservation. 


Don Rhodes, who has worked on historical 


projects in Texas at Winedale and Round Top, 
will be director of restoration for the project, 
and Wayne Bell, an Austin restoration ar- 
chitect, will provide technical expertise. 


Two Texas historical markers located on 


the campus grounds, tell briefly the history of 
the college and the town, located six miles 
northwest of Mexia. 


William Rees, born in Castletown, Man- 


sfield Parish, England, came to Tehuacana in 
1872. An accomplished stone mason, he was 
given the contract of construction of the wings 
of the main building, which had been built in 
1869.
